lf the operators tic 
cept and a convention of mine workers 
approves the plan the 160,000 men now 
idle in the anthracite fields will return 
to work at once. 
While it had been 
reported for several days that the min­ 
ers might ask that the differences be 
arbitrated, lite proposition was a great 
surprise to the mine owners, as they 
did not believe tile union leaders were 
ready to leave the 
controversy to a 
third party at this time. 
That the operators will accept the 
miners’ proposal as submitted is not 
generally believed. 
In fact it is inti­ 
mated they may flatly refuse the offer 
on the ground that existing conditions 
are the result of arbitration. 
The em 
plovers promised 
to give 
President 
Mitchell and his men an answer on 
Monday, when another meeting of the 
two subcommittees will he held. 
Tho arbitration proposal was rend 
to the o p e r a t o r s by Mr. Mitchell and 
along with it he submitted the original 
demands of the miners, the reply of 
the o p e r a t o r s . In which they proposed 
that the strike commission award be 
renewed and continued for three years, 
and the letter 
of Governor 
P e n n y - 
packer, 
who urged both 
parties to

an agreement. 


Operators Issue a Statement. 
The conference lasted less than an 
hour and tit its conclusion the opera­ 
tors held a meeting. 
They issued a 
statement, in part as follows:

G R A D U A L L Y B E C O M IN G N O R M A L . 


fcituation in the Soft Coal Fields Im­ 
proving. 
Pittsburg, 
April 6.- Gradually 
the 
situation in the soft coal fields is be­ 
coming normal, especially in the Pitts­ 
burg district. Forty-three of the mines 
of the Pittsburg Coal company are in 
operation and with the adjourning of 
tile district convention here during tho 
day it is expected that within a few 
days more all miners in this district 
will be busy. 
Twenty-two companies 
have signed the scale. 
The independent operators who on 
Thursday night formed an organiza­ 
tion against the granting of tin* scale 
will hold another meeting during the 
evening urn! it is expected that they 
will decide to sign. 
Seven ol the in­ 
dependent companies that refused to 
join the others Tuesday have signed 
the scale. 
The district convention adjourned 
after a tumultuous session of weeks. 
It was stated 
by one delegate 
that 
there would 
he no peace 
until the 
delegates return hen,ne and explain the 
situation to the miners. 
With this in 
view a hasty adjournment was taken. 
The convention concluded to expel 
Patrick Dolan and Uriah Bellingham 
from the organization. 
Dolan declined 
to yield, claiming that he is legally en­ 
titled to the presidency until March 31, 
1907. 
President Feehan said that no 
decision woald he reached for several 
days as to what steps would he taken 
to regain possession 
of the 
district 
headquarters, books and moneys now 
held by Dolan im ii Bellingham. 
At Roscoe 2,500 miners returned to 
work,

At Somerset,

5,000 miners are out, 
dispatches re­ 
port everything quiet. 
There was a 
small clash between union and non­ 
union men in which several miners 
were injured by thrown stones. 
News from other sections of the bi­ 
tuminous field is of 
an encouraging 
nature. 
It is a notable 
feature tha* 
throughout tho entire bituminous field 
that all disturbances noted have been 
confined to the foreign element. Where 
these disturbances have occurred the 
mining properties are 
still guarded 
and the authorities have tile situation 
well in control.

Lethbridge, Can., April G.—Serious 
disturbances have occurred between 
the striking coal miners and the po 
lice. 
Late in the evening a wrangle 
occurred between nonunion and union 
men.

I Supt. J. A. Wilson is Giving Out Leaflets 


Showing the Good Work Done by 


The Feathered Tribes 


Superintendent Wilson has become 
interested in tho preservation of our 


J song birds and is setting right tho er- 
| roneous impression among many farm­ 
ers that the song birds destory crops and 
should be exterminated. 
Ho has been 
giving out a leaflet furnished by the 
I Audubon society showing what the dif­ 
ferent birds oat. The examination of 
the crops of a large number of birds 
has shown conclusively that the pcr 
centage of grain or fruit destroyed is 
small, much the larger part of their 
diet consisting of the bugs, flies and 
worms that destroy crops and fruits. 
Among other birds said to be malign­ 
ed is the hen hawk, usually considered 
tho lawful prey of the shot gun. 
66 per 
cent of its food is said to be mice, moles 
and other animals harmful to crops. 
The same is true of nearly every bird. 
The circular urges feeding the birds 
rather than destroying them,

Work in Drawing Especially In 
(cresting—Samples I rom 
Lvery Pupil 


Space forbids any attempt, even, of an 
a lequate review of the school exhibits 
being held today and tomorrow in every 
school room in tho Brainerd public 
schools. 
A D i s p a t c h reporter made a 
hurried inspection of the work on exhi­ 
bition in the Washington building and 
it only took a few minutes to satisfy 
him that a person could use the two 
days in that building alone and then 
not see all worth seeing. 
The exhibits 
in tho other buildings are along the 
same lines as the same grades in the 
Washington school, and what will apply 
to one|applies to all. 
The exhibit includes written work 
done by every pupil in the schools in 
every branch and is the regular school 
work, the best samples of each pupil’s 
work having been picked for exhibition, 
in tho various studies. 
Covers for 
many of the papers have been especially 
prepared and with the regular work in 
drawing, and the drawings in googra 
phy, history, botany and other branches 
it makes the work in that branch ap 
pear to predominate. 
This work is a revelation, not so much 
in that some do so well, as that none do 
more poorly. The old theory that draw- 
ing is a gift and can not be acquired un­ 
less one has special adaptation receives 
a severe jolt whon ono sees this work of 
an entire grade exhibited ami no dis­ 
creditable work done by any pupil. 
Of 
course there are some bettor than others, 
just as some are better writers than 
others, but all are good. 
The scope of this work is being broad­ 
ened and its practical value is easily 
seen by an examination of the high 
school work, drawings of plants, ma­ 
chines, etc., recurring frequently in the 
written work. 
In speaking of this work, several of 
tin* teachers reiterated the remarks 
of Prof. Hartley as to tho refining effect 
of art work and music on tile pupils.* 
It would be an injustice to other 
teachers and pupils, who have doubt­ 
less done equally well, to especially 
mention the work of either teachers or 
pupils in ono building and not in all, 
but mention should bo made of the 
work of Miss Minich in systematizing 
the drawing in the seventh and eighth 
grades. 
The work is taken up by 
months and the outlines of the work 
are furnished the teachers by Miss Min­ 
ich. 
The subjects for the various 
months the past year have been as fol­ 
lows: 
September 
Nature work. 
October 
Landscapes and pencil work 
from seed pods and grasses. 
November—Illustrated booklets. 
December—Christmas work. 
January 
Winter landscapes, stained 
glass window 
designs and Japanese 
lanterns. 
February 
Illuminated letter work, 
valentines, linoleum designs and pose 
drawings. 
March -Illustrated book covers, sten­ 
cil designs and ink landscapes. 
April—Spring vegetation, including 
“ pussy willows,” etc., and still life. 
The outline for May has not yet been 
announced. 
Thoro wore free-hand crayon draw­ 
ings of golden rod and of grapes by Gus- 
Andrew Swedberg, ne^ of sek£, 24-1 taf Gustafson and of Japanese lanterns 
by .Jennie Zakariasen on 
tho black 
board in Miss Sayles’ room that deserve 
especial mention, also a map of the orig­ 
inal territories in colors, tho work of 
Lillian Hago of Deorwood. 
In the high school the exhibits are 
very elaborate and show good work in 
all lines and demonstrate how much bet 
tcr opportunity the youngsters of today 
have than their fathers or mothers. 
The children were just beginning to 
come in to examine tho exhibit when 
the reporter left but one of the teachers 
spoke of the fact that it was remark­ 
able that even 
the youngest pupils 
needed no watching to keep them from 
soiling or damaging the exhibits. 
She 
attributed it to the fact that they did 
that sort of work from the time they 
started to school. 
It is hoped by the teachers and off! 
cers of the school that tho patrons will 
avail themselves largely of the opportu 
nity to examine the work done in the 
schools. 
Tonight will occur the musical enter­ 
tainment given under the direction of 
Mrs. Dial, tho special teacher in that 
branch.
